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DETAILED ACTION 

The claims have been amended to recite a product "enriched by at least 5% for 3-O-sulfated 
glucosamine residues." However, as disclosed in the specification, the content of these residues 
in an unmodified product is about 0.1%. A 5% enrichment allows for a product having a content 
of about 0.105%, which would essentially be in the margin of error of measurement and be 
subject to a rejection based on the known product, heparan sulfate. The specification discloses 
that modification results in 10-100 fold enrichment or at least 1000% enrichment. 

A product comprising at least 5% of 3-O-sulfated glucosamine residues would be free of the art. 
Note the difference is that the product as currently recited is relative, depending on the starting 
content, but an allowable product requires a positive recitation of a quantifiable amount of the 
modified residues.
